ANZIG, which by the peace 
treaty becomes an interna- 
tionalized city and the outlet 
for Poland to the Baltic, is 


thus described in a bulletin issued by 
the National Geographic society: 


Picture a far north Venice, cut 


through with streams and 
canals,

system to flood the country for miles 
about, not for cultivation but for de- 
fense; a city of typical Philadelphia 
streets, only with those long rows of 
stoops made of stone and highly deco- 
rated and jutting into the roadway in- 
stead of on the sidewalks, and you 
eaten but a glimpse of the composite 
Danzig.

WELL EQUIPPED BY NATURE 


Simple Explanation of Remarkable 


Sense of Hearing That Is Pos- 


sessed by the Owl. 


It Is held by naturalists that in 


order to capture its prey the owl 
must depend even more upon its sense 
of hearing than upon its sense of 
sight. The tufts of feathers that dis- 
tinguish the short-eared and the long- 
eared owls are, of course, no more 
ears than they are horns. The true 
ear of the owl is a most remarkable 
organ. 


The facial disk of feathers that 


gives the owl its characteristic ap- 
pearance serves as a kind of sound- 
ing-board or ear-trumpet to concen- 
trate the slightest sounds and to trans, 
mit them to the orifice of the true 
ear, concealed in the small feathers 
behind the eye. Even in the barn 
owl, which possesses the least com- 
plicated arrangement of this kind, the 
orifice of the ear is covered by a re- 
markable flap of the skin, while in the 
other species there are striking dif- 
ferences in the size and shape of this 
orifice and its covering flap on the two 
sides of the head. 


The exact way in which owls utilize 


this elaborately specialized apparatus 
has still to be discovered. 


Water in Wood. 


All wood contains more or less wa- 


ter; even the driest wood known con- 
tains two or three pounds of water to 
every 100 pounds of weight Absolute- 
ly dry wood is unknown, for the heat 
needed to obtain it would dissolve the 
wood and convert it into gas and 
charcoal. 


A S\uss authority on the character- 


isties of wood believes that a suffi- 
ciently powerful and perfect micro- 
scope would show that the ultimate 
wood cell is composed of crystals like 
gi. ins of sugar or sujt and that thin 
nims of water hold the crystals apart, 
jet bind them into a mass. 


A good microscope shows the wood 


cell and reveals its spiral bandages 
and its openings and cavities, but no 
instrument yet made reveals the ulti- 
mate crystals that, as many believe, 
do exist and that would explain why 
water cannot be expelled from wood 
without destrojing the wood itself.— 
New York Sun.

pendence and the Constitution of the 
United States, both of them remark- 
able for fine literary quality, for pre- 
cision of statement, for lucid presenta- 
tion of facts, for logical arrangement.

Simple Explanation

Remarkable 
Sense of Hearing That Is Pos­ 
sessed« by the Owl. 


It is held by naturalists that In 
order to capture Its prey the owl 
must depend even more upon its sense 
of hearing than upon its sense of 
sight The tufts of feathers that dis­ 
tinguish the shorf-eared and the long­ 
eared owls are, of course, no more 
ears than they are horns. 
The true 
ear of the owl Is a most remarkable 
organ. 


The facial disk of feathers that 
gives the owl its characteristic ap­ 
pearance serves as a kind of sound­ 
ing-board or ear-trumpet to concen­ 
trate the slightest sounds and to trans* 
mit them to the orifice of the true 
ear, concealed In the small feathers 
behind the eye. 
Even in the barn 
owl, which possesses the least com­ 
plicated arrangement of this kind, the 
orifice of the ear is covered by a re­ 
markable flap of the skin, while in the 
other species there are striking dif­ 
ferences in the size and shape of this 
orifice and its covering flap on the two 
sides of the head.

Water in Wood. 


All wood contains more or less wa­ 
ter; even the driest wood known con­ 
tains two or three porunds of water to 
every 100 pounds of weight. Absolute­ 
ly dry wood is unknown, for the heat 
needed to obtain it wfould dissolve the 
wood and convert it into gas and 
charcoal.

MINE IN IDAHO 


Subterranean Studies Pursued by 


Pupils in Mining 


Work.

Returned 
Soldiers Are 
Instructed 


the Art and Practice of Mining 


Lead-Zinc Ore—Teacher 


Is Lieutenant. 


Moscow, Idaho.—A schoolroom 1,400 


feet underground in the Morning mine 
at Mullan, Idaho, in which returned 
soldiers are being taught the art and 
practice of mining lead-zinc ore, is one 
of the latest educational innovations 
of the University of Idaho. This work,' 
which has been inaugurated by the 
school of mines of the university, is, 
so far as is known, the lirst attempt 
to apply to actual underground min- 
ing work the new system of vocation- 
al education provided for by 
the 


Smith-Hughes act, arid the experiment 
is being watched with interest by min- 
ers and mine operators alike through- 
out the Western states. 


The schoolroom is far under ground, 


and it is devoid of blackboards, books 
and benches. Pupils and teacher alike 
are dressed in overalls and mining 
boots, And the school equipment con- 
sists of rock drills, driven by com- 
pressed air, or "machines," as they are 
generally termed in mining parlance; 
steel or drill bits for these machines, 
pifks, shovels, timber, dynamite, caps, 
fuses and all tbe other paraphernalia 
of those who go down to the mine in 
skips. 


Teacher Is Lieutenant. 


The teacher is Lieut. Frank H. 


Skeels of the United States army 
engineers, 
recently 
released 
from 


•service for this work. 
Before going 


into the army Lieutenant Skeels had 
been a mine manager and mine super- 
intendent, to which position be had 
risen after spending hi* life since boy- 
hood in and about the mines of the 
Coeur d'Alone district. 


Admission to the school is obtained 


by application to the federal employ- 
ment agent at Wallace, and preference 
js given to returned soldiers who are 
young enough and bright enough to 
be teachers.

ns drifting—that is, driving a horizon- 
tal gallery or working lengthwise of 
tbe vein.

Paid While Learning. 


There is tbe more prosaic work of 


"mucking" or shoveling, and also of 
framming the broken ore or \\aste to 
Jhe shaft or dumping place. Tbe young 
fellows who attend the school receive 
("air compensation for their time, as 
(lie school is carrying on drift work 
by contract, and payment for cxplo- 
pivos and other supplies is divided pro 
rata among tbe men, the salary of the 
instructor being paid jointly by the 
prate of Idaho and the federal govern- 
ment. 


While at the present time there is 


n school in one mine only, it is expect- 
ed that within tbe next month or two 
schools will be organized at each of the 
other four or five big properties in the 
Coeur d'Alene district. 


"Like every other novel enterprise 


the school has had to overcome a good 
ideal of skepticism find passive opposi- 
tion on the part of some of those who 
should be most concerned in its es» 
tablisbment, but tins is gradually fad- 
ing out as the practicability of the 
scheme is being demonstrated," Dean 
F. A. Thomson of the University 
School of Mines said.

Moscow, Idaho.—A schoolroom 1,400 
foot underground In the Morning mine 
nt Mullnn, Idaho, In which returned 
soldiers are being taught the art and 
practice of mining lead-zinc ore, is ono 
of the latest educational innovations 
of the University of Idaho. This work, 
which has been inaugurated by tho 
school of mines of the university, is, 
so far as is known, the first attempt 
to apply to actual underground min­ 
ing work the new system of vocation­ 
al 
education 
provided 
for by the 
Smith-IIughes act, and the experiment 
is being watched with interest by min­ 
ers and mine operators alike through­ 
out the Western states. 


The schoolroom is far under ground, 
and it is devoid of blackboard«, books 
and benches. Pupils and teacher alike 
aro dressed in overalls and mining 
boots, And the school equipment con­ 
sists of rock drills, driven by com­ 
pressed air, or “machines,” as they aro 
generally termed in mining parlance; 
steel or drill bits for these machines, 
picks, shovels, timber, dynamite, caps, 
fuses and all the other paraphernalia 
of those who go down to the mine in 
skips.

try, 
the bureau of markets. United 


States department of agriculture, 5s- 
r>ues daily and other reports to facili- 
tate distribution, improve transporta- 
tion, stabilize values and to help the 
producers in placing their stock where 
t will sell to the best advantage. 


On the assumption that the dissemi- 


nation of market information will tend 
to Improve conditions, the bureau of 
markets has developed a system of 
market reporting that has already had 
some effect in restoring confidence in 
the markets. While the information 
made available by the bureau is being 
used most extensively by those active- 
ly engaged In some branch of the live- 
stock or meat industries, it is believed 
that sooner or later the public gener- 
ally will utilize this knowledge and 
with it bring into line any retailers 
who reduce consumption by an unwar- 
ranted margin of profit. 


Present Market-Reporting System. 
The present market-reporting sys- 


tem, 
which was begun in the fall of 


1916, has de\ eloped rapidly, and at 
present there are 17 service centers, 
each of which distributes daily, week- 
ly and monthly reports on the various 
branches of the industry. These in- 
clude daily reports on meat-trade con- 
ditions in Biston, New York, Phil idel- 
phia, 
Was'ilncton," Pittsburgh, San 


Francisco and Los Anseles; daily re- 
ports on livestock loa-nngs; daily re- 
ports on the estimated receipts and 
prices of live stock at Chicago and 
Kansas City; reports of live-stock 
movements 'n grazing and feeding sec- 
tions; monthly reports on stocks of 
frozen ami cured meats, ocgs and 
poultry; monthly reports on live-stock 
receipts anil shipments at all public 
stock yards, and monthly estimates on 
the supply of marketable live stock. 


The report on meat-trade condition 


at the lead ng markets brings to the 
small deale.-s, as well as to producers 
Information that was 
sessed only by the larger moat-packta* 
institutions. Specialists obtain full in- 
formation u lily on the fresh-meat sup- 
ply, 
including various grades of beef, 


veal, pork, lamb and mutton at the 
markets, and this information is tab- 
ulated and distributed widely by tele- 
graph, through a leased-wire system, 
to meat-market centers. 
In a similar 


manner dail 
T price quotations are fur- 


nished on different grades 
oC live 


stock. As applied to fresh meats, this 
service resui's in giving to the public 
full ;nforma<:on as to the supply and 
accurate data on values of all com- 
mercial grades. Secrecy is eliminated, 
so that when prices on meats are high, 
as compared with values on foot, it is 
possible to locate the profiu-er. 


Shipments Reported Each Day. 


bureau's leased wires to othT markets 
where local ofliet's are established 
Markets all over the country rely on 
these daily reports, and tVse prices 
are used as a basis in determining 
values. 


Steady progress has been made by 


the bureau in collecting and dlstr'but 
ing information obtained from grazing 
and feeding sections, which Is of use 
in lessening market congestion and 
preventing violent fluctuations in val- 
ues. Reports on meats in storage are 
issued 
monthly. 
The bureau also 


issues monthly reports on receipts and 
shipments of live stock In SI of the 
leading stock yards in the country. In 
addition the bureau furnishes a week- j 
y bulletin, the Live Stock and Meat ' 
Trade News, which supplies miscel- 
aneous trade Information coming from 
outside sources. 
Alt of the reports 


ssued by the bureau are given wide 
publicity'and are available to any per- 
son who has use for them.

TKiilv reports prepared by the bureau 


furnish the industry with information 
on livestock shipment*. This informa- 
tion is obtained from transportation 
companies who report by wire each 
night to the Chicago office of the 
bureau. The wide distribution of this 
Information tends to stabilize values. 
It furnishes to the producer Informa- 
tion which will enable him to ship his 
stock to market where there is the 
greatest demand. A knowledge of the 
demand by smaller plants, which these , 
reports furnish, has a tendency to 
stimulate competition among buyers 
with the subsequent effect of,raising 
values. Also, when the amount of live 
stock moving from production areas is 
known, it is possible to regulate the 
supply of cars needed and to deter- 
mine whether car shortages for any 
particular district 
are apparent or 


real. 
Improving the system of dis- 


tribution mabfs fewer cars necessary, 
and they caa be moved with greater 
dispatch. 
The better distribution of live-stock 


receipts resulting from 
information 


obtained from the loading reports en- 
ables commission men and buyers to 
render better service in handling live 
stock after It arrives at the stock 
yards. Heavy receipts arriving unex- 
pectedly create congestion and confu- 
sion, which in turn invariably result In 
unnecessary shrinkage and costly de- 
lays, working in reality an Injury to 
the producer and thereby discouraging 
production. 


Bureau Issues Variety of Reports. 


S An Important branch of the live- 
stock reporting system of the bureau 
of markets consists of the telegraphic 
bulletins prepared by representatives 
of the Chicagc and Kansas City of- 
fices, and issues from time to time 
during the market hours of each day. 
They report the actual live-stock ar- 
rivals and the exact conditions of the 
market, and are transmitted over the

That every one Interested In monl— 
from the stock raiser to tho consumer 
—may have the benefit of knowing 
market conditions in the meat indus­ 
try, the bureau of markets. United 
States department of agriculture, is­ 
sues daily and other reports to facili­ 
tate distribution, improve transporta­ 
tion, stabilize values and to help the 
producers in placing their stock where 
\t will sell to the best advantage. 


On the assumption that the dissemi­ 
nation of market information will tend 
to improve conditions, the bureau of 
markets has developed a system of 
market reporting that has already had 
some effect in restoring confidence in 
the markets. 
While the information 
made available by the bureau is being 
used most extensively by those active­ 
ly engaged in some branch of the live­ 
stock or meat industries, it Is believed 
that sooner or later the public gener­ 
ally will utilize this knowledge and 
with it bring into line any retailers 
who reduce consumption by an unwar­ 
ranted margin of profit. 


Present Market-Reporting System. 
The present market-reporting sys­ 
tem, which was begun in the fall of 
1916, has developed rapidly, and at 
present there are IT service centers, 
each of which distributes daily, week­ 
ly and monthly reports on the various 
branches of the industry. 
These In­ 
clude daily reports on meat-trade con­ 
ditions in Boston, New York, Philadel­ 
phia, 
Washington,* Pittsburgh, 
San 
Francisco and Los Angeles; daily re­ 
ports on live-stock loaumgs; dally re­ 
ports on the estimated receipts and 
prices of live stock at Chicago and 
Kansas City; 
reports 
of live-stock 
movements in grazing and feeding sec­ 
tions; monthly reports on stocks of 
frozen and cured meats, esgs and 
poultry; monthly reports on live-stock 
receipts and shipments at ail public 
stock yards, and monthly estimates on 
the supply of marketable live stock. 


The report on meat-trade conditions 
at the leading markets brings to the 
small dealers, as well as to producers, 
information that was formally pos­ 
sessed only by the larger meat-packing 
institutions. Specialists obtain full In­ 
formation daily ¿on the5 fresh-meat sup'» 
ply, including various grades of beef, 
veal, pork, Iamb and mutton at the 
markets, and this information is tab­ 
ulated and distributed widely by .tele­ 
graph, through a leased-wlre system, 
to meat-market centers. 
In a similar 
manner daily price quotations are fur­ 
nished on different grades of live 
stock. As applied to fresh meats, this 
service results in giving to the public 
full information as to the supply and 
accurate data on values of all com­ 
mercial grades. 
Secrecy is eliminated, 
so that when prices on meats are high, 
as compared with values on foot, it is 
possible to locate the profiteer. 


Shipments R ported Each Day. 


Daily reports prepared by the bureau 
furnish the industry with information 
on livostock shipments. This informa­ 
tion is obtained from transportation 
companies who report by wire each 
night to the Chicago office of the 
bureau. The wide distribution of this 
information tends to stabilize values. 
It furnishes to the producer informa­ 
tion which will enable him to ship his 
stock to market where there is the 
greatest demand. A knowledge of the 
demand by smaller plants, which these 
reports furnish, has a tendency to 
stimulate competition among buyers 
with the subsequent effect of, raising 
values. Also, when the amount of live 
ptock moving from production areas is 
known, it is possible to regulate the 
supply of cars needed and to deter­ 
mine whether car shortages for any 
particular district 
are apparent or 
real. 
Improving the system of dis­ 
tribution mak^s fewer cars necessary, 
and they can be moved with greater 
dispatch. 


The better distribution of live-stock 
receipts resulting from information 
obtained from the loading reports en­ 
ables commission men and buyers to 
render better service in handling live 
stock after it arrives at the stock 
yards. 
Heavy receipts arriving unex­ 
pectedly create congestion and confu­ 
sion, which in turn invariably result In 
unnecessary shrinkage and costly de­ 
lays, working in reality an injury to 
the producer and thereby discouraging 
production. 


Bureau Issues Variety of Reports, 


* An important branch of the live­ 
stock reporting system of the bureau 
of markets consists of tho telegraphic 
bulletins prepared by representatives 
of the Chicago and Kansas City of­ 
fices, and issues from time to time 
during tho market hours of each day. 
They report the actual live-stock ar­ 
rivals and the exact conditions of the 
market, and are transmitted over the 
* 
• 


bureau’s leased wires to other markets 
where local offices are established. 
Markets all over the country rely on 
these daily reports, and these prices 
are used as a basis in determining 
values. 


Steady progress has been made by 
the bureau in collecting and distribut­ 
ing Information obtained from grazing 
and feeding sections, which is of use 
iu lessening market congestion and 
preventing violent fluctuations in Tal­ 
lies. Reports on moats in storage are 
issued 
monthly. 
The 
bureau 
also 
issues monthly reports on receipts and 
shipments of live stock In 81 of the 
leading stock yards in the country. In 
addition the bureau furnishes a week­ 
ly bulletin, the Live Stock and Meat 
Trade News, which supplies miscel­ 
laneous trade information coming from 
outside sources. 
All of the reports 
issued by the bureau are given wldo 
publicity and are available to any per­ 
son who has use for them. 


MAKE EQUIPMENT TO 
CLEAN DAIRY PAILS 


Heating Apparatus Is One of 
Greatest Conveniences. 


Low-Pressure Upright Boiler Is Desir­ 
able Where a Large Number of 
Cows Are Kept—Cream Sepa­ 
rator Saves Labor. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


One of the greatest conveniences on 
the farm where cows are kept is some 
means of heating an abundance of 
water for washing the milk vessels. 
Where* a considerable number of cows 
are kept, heating water by means of 
steam from a small, low-pressure up­ 
right boiler Is desirable, but on the 
small farm a stove with a basin fitted 
into the top (or it may be separate 
from 
the 
top) 
can 
be 
purchased 
cheaply, and will servo the purpose, 
provided tho water is properly heated. 
Water can be pumped from the well 
directly Into the basin. 
In order to 
avoid heating the milk room and to 
do away with smoke and ashes, the 
water heater should be placed Immedi­ 
ately outside the milk room and, if ele­ 
vated, the water from it can be run 
into the washing vat. 


Some equipment is 
necessary 
in 
which to wash utensils used in han­ 
dling milk. A vat is very convenient. 
One end of the vat can be used for 
washing and the other for rinsing and 
scalding. 


Fiber brushes for 
washing 
milk 
utensils should replace the common 
dishrag, as they do better work and 
are more easily kept clean. 


On every farm where as many as 
four or five cows are kept a cream sep­ 
arator is advisable, as it will reduce 
the labor required in handling tho 
milk from cows more than any other 
one thing. 
‘‘ A refrIgeFator~or Ice box Is desirable 
upon every farm where either a few 
or many cows are kept if It Is prac­ 
ticable to secure Ice for use in sum­ 
mer.

three hours. 
Serve hot or cold. 


Fruit Pudding.—Take one-half cup­ 
ful each of grated raw potatoes, car­ 
rots, chopped suet, raisins, honey, Cur­ 
rants, one tablespoonful of grated or­ 
ange peel, one-eighth of a teaspoonful 
of soda, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of cloves, 
a half teaspoonful of cinnamon and 
one cupful of flour. 
Mix and sift the 
dry ingredients, adding more flour if 
needed to make batter stiff as for fruit 
cake. 
Oil a mold and pour the mix- 
lure into it, leaving space for expan­ 
sion. 
Steam four hours.

Italy is one of the world's most fa- 


mous sources of supply for both art 
and building marbles, and marble, 
granite and building stones are the 
common materials used for buildings 
In that country. Venice is a fireproof 
city, built of stone of Istria and mar- 
ble; and the foundations and first 
courses, at least, of all palaces, pub- 
lic and municipal buildings, govern- 
ment and business edifices are of 
these materials.

The most Important quarries In the 


Veneto are at and near Verona, the 
Veronese red and yellow marbles hav- 
ing been favorite building stones since 
the time when the Coliseum at Ve- 
rona was constructed. 
For building, 


they rank next to the stone of Istria 
la popularity, and are true marbles, 
while the stone of Istria Is not a true 
marble, although a very hard lime- 
stone, that is much used in Venice, 
because It resists the action of salt 
water. 


Besides their value for construction, 


the Veronese marbles are in great de- 
mand for decorative work. Among the 
names of the several varieties of 
Veronese marbles are white nernhro, 
coral pink, white peach, patridge eye, 
yellow snail, yellow azure, and para- 
dise.

"Xochipilli" is sup- 
posed to have presided over one of 
these ancient gardes.

And 
now comes Colonel Rubio y Bellve, 
who has obtained permission from the 
Spanish government to carry out the 
preliminary soundings with a view to 
connecting Spam with Morocco by 
tunneling the Straits of Gibraltar.

Physical Makeup 


A man weighing 150 pounds will con­ 
tain approximately 3,500 cubic feet of 
gas—oxygen, hydrogen and nitrogen— 
in his constitution, which at 80 cents 
a thousand cubic feet would be worth 
$2.80 for Illuminating purposes, as­ 
serts a writer in the Electrical Ex­ 
perimenter. 
He also contains all the 
necessary fats to make a 15-pound 
candle, and thus, together with his 
8,500 cubic feet of gases, lie possesses 
considerable illuminating possibilities. 
His system contains twenty-two pounds 
and ten ounces of carbon, or enough to 
make 780 dozen, or 9,360 lead pencils. 
There are about fifty grains of iron in 
his blood and the rest of the body 
would supply enough of this metal to 
make one spike large enough to hold 
his weight. 
A healthy man contains 
fifty-four ounces of phosphorus. 
This 
deadly poison 
would 
make 800,000 
matches or enough poison to kill 500 
persons. 
This, with two ounces of 
lime, make the stiff bones and brains. 
No difference how sour a man looks, 
he contains about sixty lumps of sugar 
of the ordinary cubical dimensions, and 
to make the seasoning complete, there 
are twenty spoonfuls of s a lt

man were distilled 
into 
water, 
he 
would make about thirty-eight quarts, 
or more than half his entire weight. 
He also contains a great deal of starch, 
chloride of potash, magnesium, 
sul­ 
phur and hydrochloric acid In his won­

basin, and you have the contents of a 
man from his toenails to the most 
delicate tissues of his brain. And this 
is the scientific answer to the question, 
“W hat is man?”

The most important quarries In the 
Veneto are at and near Verona, the 
Veronese red and yellow marbles hav­ 
ing been favorite building stones since 
the time when the Coliseum at Ve­ 
rona was constructed.

while the stone of Istria is not a true 
marble, although a very hard lime­ 
stone, that is much used in Venice, 
because It resists the action of salt 
water. 


Besides their value for construction, 
the Veronese marbles are in great de­ 
mand for decorative work. Among the 
names of the several varieties of 
Veronese marbles are white nembro, 
coral pink, white peach, patridge eye, 
yellow snail, yellow azure, and para­ 
dise.

Britisher Reads Stars 
and Sees New World War 
to Begin in June 1926 


There will be another world war be­ 
ginning in June, 1920, according to a 
writer in the British Journal of As­ 
trology. 
This prophet, who signs him­ 
self “Sepharial,” asks for a serious 
hearing, inasmuch as he claims to 
have published a year in advance in 
each caso the exact date of the war 
of 1914 and of the cessation of hos­ 
tilities. 


“The first phase of the next war,” 
he writes, “will begin with Turkey, 
whose perfidy will lead to its final 
overthrow in 1921-22, 
This time Prus­ 
sian Intrigue will dominate the posi­ 
tion in the near East, affecting Greece, 
Turkey and Kussia. 
But, according 
to my calculations, the great crisis 
Will not be reached until June, 1920, 
“In this great war, which may be 
regarded as Prussia’s counter to the 
wai of 1914-18, the malevolent forces 
take their rise In Vienna and Berlin, 
ascend to Petrograd, penetrate through 
the whole of liussla and descend via 
the Black sea and Turkey in Asia, on 
to Syria and Palestine,”

Old Mexican God Unearthed. 


A statue of “Xochipilli,” Aztec god 
of flowers, has been discovered by Wil­ 
liam Nivan, an American archeologlst 
who has been in Mexico recently. The 
statue, the representation fcf the god 
known to have been discovered in 
virtually a perfect state of preserva­ 
tion in modern times, was dug up 
at Atzcapotzalco, a suburb of the cap­ 
ital, and which, prior to the coming of 
Cortez, was the seat of a powerful In­ 
dian nation, but which, at the time of 
the conquest, was the great slave mart 
of the inhabitants of Tenoxtitlan, home 
of the Aztecs and the site of the mod­ 
ern city of Mexico. 
In addition to its 
slave trade, Atzcapotzalco was noted 
for its expert jewelers and wonderfully 
cultivated gardens. “Xochipilli” is sup­ 
posed to have presided over one of 
these ancient g a rd e s .

The •number of proposed undersea 
tunnels is increasing every day. 
Al­ 
ready to 'that under the Straits of 
Dover has been added the suggestion 
for one under the Irish channel. And 
now comes Colonel Rubio y Bellve, 
who has obtained permission from the 
Spanish government to carry out the 
preliminary soundings with a view to 
connecting Spain 
with Morocco by 
tunneling the Straits of Gibraltar. The 
proposal is that the new tunnel should 
sink west of Tarifa and come to the 
surface again east of Tangier.

would make it, roughly, some twenty 
miles long, which 1$

three 
miles of the greatest breadth of the 
strait«, a breadth which varies from 
eight and a half to twenty-three miles.

Add a grated onion, a finely 
minced carrot and two stalks of cel­ 
ery chopped fine. 
Add one cup of 
barley and simmer until the barley 
is done. 
Season to taste and rub 
through a sieve before serving. 


A half cupful of tapioca put into 
chicken broth and cooked slowly for 
half an hour makes a most delicate 
soup. Season to taste and add beaten 
egg just before serving.

The 
efficient housewife also 
knows that time, strength 
and temper are lost by 
using old, worn-out and 
cumbersome utensils. 


Why use dull paring and 
carving knives when a 
small sharpener can be 
bought which will keep all cutting 
tools in good order? 
If there is any

strong language it is a dull carving 
knife. 


A tray to remove food and dishes 
from the dining table or to carry it to 
the table is a great saving of steps. 
If one cannot afford to* buy a wheeled 
tray or tea wagon get the handy man 
to make you one, using the small 
wheels from an old gocart. 
A wire 
dish drainer is light and can be used 
as a tray if no other is at hand, for it 
is easy to calrry. 


Paper or wooden trays or plates 
make fine dishes to use in the ice box, 
for they do not break and may be re­ 
newed often at little expense. 


Paper of all kinds saves, dish wash­ 
ing. Wipe out the greasy dishes with 
a piece of soft paper before putting 
them into the dish water. 
Keep the 
table wiped up with paper, saving the 
dishcloth for stains and grease, 


A kitchen table covered with zinc or 
some hard surface* that does nftt need 
scouring to keep clean is a most neces­ 
sary kitchen convenience. 
Some good 
scales, a good clock, a kitchen cabinet 
with everything at hand to use in 
cookery, are all necessary equipment, 


Keep a bottle of kerosene near the 
sink, and when it is dry wipe out with 
a cloth dampened with kerosene; it 
will keep clean without scouring. Re* 
peated scourings with various cleaning 
powders will ruin the surface, so that 
it becomes rough and stains easily.

If the league of nations is to be a living and working reality, if the 
world is to be saved from war before the lapse of another decade, Lloyd 
George, in our view, will have to do more than any other statefc^man to 
develop the league and to nvert calamity in democratic affairs. 


It is about as certain as anything in the future can be that if North- 
diiie continues the controverpy on personal line»s such coiitruV(?r.sy would 
mean the end of NorthciifTe as a proprietor of syndicated newspapers. 
Legislation would be introduced and carried putting an end to multiple 
proprietorship of the opinion-jnakujg powers of the press. 


'It is Hard to Find Words to Paint 
German Portrait Black Enough"

Such a fighting machine as the Germans turned out the world never 
before had seen. 
The tread of their armies seemed to make the world 
tremble. 
But lacking moral force, lacking a M'orthy cause, bent only on 
murder and arson and pillage, void of enthusiasm for human M^eal and 
human rights, they had no sustaining power, and went to pieces on the 
moral purpose of the enemy as the waves break upon the granite rocks. 
Aq empire in ruin is what we now behold. 
The vulture devours its own 
vitals. 


It is hard to find words to paint the German portrait black enough, 
liet any fair-minded^ cool-headed man sit down and try dispassionately 
to think of t]ao deeds they have been guilty of in this war, and see if ho 
does not grow hotter and hotter the longer he thinks. 


There are still 70,000,000 Germans all unrepentant. 
In a few gen- 
erations there will bo 300,000,000 of them, and they will not have changed 
for the good one iota. 
Their porcine propensities and unscrupulous char- 
acter will remain unabated. 
They are of the earth earthy. 
They wallow 
in materialism; they have ceat^ed to produce literature, art, mubic or 
philosophy; they nave ruji all to materialism for ih^ pae^t two or three 
generations, anu u> expect any r?..' -al change in them is to expect tlie 
«ejpexit tv wall), 
as U- i( rget to aot da fange 
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AKZIG. which by the peace 
treaty becomes an interna- 
tionalized city and the outlet 
for Poland to the Baltic, is 
thus descril)ed in a bulletin issued by 
the National Geographic society: 


Picture a far north Venice, cut 
through with streams* and 
canals, 
equipped also with a sort of irrigation 
system to flood the country for miles

As a'city of churches Danzig vies 
with Brooklyn; Its crooked, winding 
streets suggest those Boston thorough-

In no other German city is medie- 
val architecture to be found In such 
variety and preservation as in Danzig. 
Conspicuous both in Polish and Ger- 
man history, Danzig was one of the 
four principal centers of the Han- 
eeatic league, while not far up the Vis- 
tula is Marienburg. capital of the Teu- 
tonic Order of Knights, Avhich flour- 
ished in Danzig, 


Ancient Art Works fntact. 
Physically, Danzig escaped many ef- 
fects of the reformation. Even in her 
famous St. Mary's church, one of the 
largest Protestant edifices in the world, 
covering an area as great as the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris, 
are 
to 'be 
found 
reliquaries 
and 
manuscripts, embiioideries of Roman, 
Byzantine and Gothic^designs, treas- 
ures in precious metals, stones and 
ivories, and a noted collection of vest- 
ments. 
Among its art works is the fa- 
mous "Last Judgment" of Hans Meal- 
ing. 
In appearance almost as much 
like a fortress as a church, bringing 
to mind Luther's militant hymn "A 
Migiity Fortresfi Is Our God," the 
church has b*. 
called *'one of the 
most German things in Germany," In 
many ways it suggests the Prussian 
militarist spirit. 
From tho vaulting, 
for example, projects one of Napoleon's 
cannon balls. 


But the Danzig visitor needs no in- 
direct intimation of militarism. Tho 
city was one of the most strongly for- 
tltied places in the now shattered Ger- 
man empire. 
To the east and south 
of the city older defenses were sup- 
plemented in recent years by a score 
of bastions. 
Along the Vistula, on 
which the city lies, to its mouth at 
Neufahrwasspi*, 
four 
miles 
away, 
stretches a line of forts. In addition 
tlnve sides of the tov/n could be In- 
undated by the garrison. 


Quaint House Architecture, 
Sireetb are lined with ornate old 
houses oj' the Hansentle period, crown- 
ed "With lilgh gai)Ies, often profuse- 
ly ornamented. 
Balconies 
overhang 
the streets and In spite of the impedi- 
ment they oiTer to traffic, many of 
the elevated stone porches still re- 
main, 
Gargoyles gi*in from ancient 
walls. 
Vistas abound. 
There 
are 
many old water gates. 
One of these, 
the Hobo Tor, is fasJiloned after a Ho- 
man arch. 
Anotlier, the Kran Thor, 
with each successive story projecting 
farther than the one below, looks like 
the leaning tower of Pisa, 


Danzig's beginnings are not known, 
Poland, 
Denmark, 
Pomerania 
and 
Brandenburg held it at various early 
times. 
In the fourteenth century it 
came under the sway of the Teutonic 
knigiits. 
Not long af^erward it be- 
come one of the four centers of the 
Hanseatic league. 
With the decline of 
the league it allied Itself with Poland, 
retaining most of Its rights as a free 
city. 
It had a flag derived from the 
red and white emblem of the league, 
empliOying the red as a field upon 
wjjich were three gold crowns, ar- 
ranged vertically. 


Separation From Poiand, 


liusslans and Saxuns took the city 
find the score or more neighboring vil- 
lages Jt governed In 1734, H'Jien Po- 
lucd was partitioned, four years before 
the American colonists signed the DeC' 


laration of Independence, Danzig was 
separated from Poland and 21 years 
later Prussia gained possession of it.

How well the 
fixtures are arranged In tho kitchen» 
po as to make the work easy, is shown 
on the floor plan. 


Off one corner of tho^dintng room 
la a hnll, at the end of which is the 
bathroom. 
Both bedrooms. 13 hy 11 
feet, also open off this hall.

bedroom and one in the hall. 


Under the whole of the house Is iho 
basement, which is reached by stair» 
opening oft the kitchen. The flue for 
the heating plant Is at the front, ko 
that that portion of the basement may 
be partitioned off, to keep the heat 
and the dirt from the fuel away from 
the vegetables and other storage rooms. 


From this brief description and from 
tho exterior view and the floor plan, it 
maj be seen that this is an exceptional 
bungalow design.

WELL EQUIPPED BY NATURE 


Simple 
Explanation 
of 
Remarkable 
Sense of Hearing That Is Pos- 
sessed« by the Owl, 


It is held by naturalists that in 
order to capture Its prey the owl 
must depend even more upon its sense 
of hearing than upon Its sense of 
sight. The tufts of feathers that dis- 
tinguish the shorf-eared and the long- 
eared owls are, of course, no more 
ears than they are horns. 
The true 
ear of the owl Is a most remarkable 
organ. 


The facial disk 
of feathers that 
gives the owl its characteristic ap- 
pearance serves as a kind of sound- 
ing-board or ear-trumpet to concen- 
trate the slightest sounds and to trans^ 
mit them to the orifice of the true 
ear, concealed in tlie small feathers 
behind the eye. 
Even in the barn 
owl, which possesses the least com- 
plicated arrangement of this kind, the 
orifice of the ear is covered by a re- 
markable flap of the skin, while In the 
other species there are striking dif- 
ferences in the size and shape of this 
orifice and its covering flap on the two 
sides of the head. 


The exact way in which owls utilize 
this elaborately specialized apparatus 
has still to be discovered, « 


Water in Wood. 


All wood contains more or less wa- 
ter; even the driest wood known con- 
tains two or three poimds of water to 
every 100 pounds of weight. Absolute- 
ly dry M'ood is unknown, for the heat 
needed to obtain It would dissolve the 
wood and convert it Into gas and 
charcoal. 


A Swiss authority on the character- 
istics of wood believes that a suffi- 
ciently powerful and perfect micro- 
scope would show that the tfltimate 
wood cell is composed of crystals like 
grains of sugar or sa)t and that thin 
films of water hold the crystals apart, 
yet bind them into a mass, 


A good microscope shows the wood 
cell and reveals its spiral bandages 
and its openings'and cavities, but no 
instrument yet made reveal-s the ulti- 
mate crystals that, as many believe, 
do exist and that Would explain why 
water cannot be expelled from wood 
without destroying the wood itself.— 
New York Sun,

Made-to-Order Gravel for Ships. 
The majority of contractors have to 
take gravel as they find it, and geolo- 
gists tell us it was a long time in the 
making. It seems that it m a / n o longer 
be necessary to wait for nature to 
form gravel from clay, but that it n)ay 
be made when and where wanted and 
the method is described in a recent

HOLD SCHOOL IN 
MINE IN IDAHO 


Subterranean Studies Pursued by 
Pupils 
in 
Mining 
Work. 


PAID WHILE THEY LEARij 


Returned Soldiers Are Instructed 
in 
the Art and Practice of Mining 
Lead-Zinc Ore—Teacher 
Is Lieutenant. 


Moscow, Idnho.—^A solionlroom 1,400 
foot iindorRronnd lu Iho Morninff mina 
nt Mullnn, Idaho» in which rcturnod 
soldiers are boing taught the art and 
practice of mining load-zinc ore, is one 
of the latest educational innovations 
of the University of Idaho. This work, 
which has been inauRuratod by the 
school of mines of the university, is, 
so far as is known, the first attempt 
to apply to actual underground min- 
ing work the new system of vocation- 
al 
education 
provided 
for 
by 
the 
Smith-IIughes act, and the exiieriment 
is being watched with interest by min- 
ers and mine operators alike through- 
out the "Western states. 


The schoolroom is far under ground, 
and it is devoid of blackboard«, books 
and benches. Pupils and teacher alike 
are dressed in overalls and 
mining 
boots, And the school equipment con- 
sists of rock drills, driven 
by 
com- 
pressed air, or "machines," as they aro 
generally termed in mining parlance; 
steel or drill bits for those machines, 
picks, shovels, timber, dynamite, caps, 
fuses and all the other paraphernalia 
of those who go down to the mine in 
skips. 


Teacher Is Lieutenant, 


The 
teacher 
is Lieut. 
Frank 
H. 
Skoels of the United 
States 
army 
engineers, 
recently 
released 
from 
service for this work. 
Before going 
into the army Lieutenant Skeels had 
been a mine manager and mine super- 
intendent, to which position he had 
risen after spending hi« life since boy- 
hood in and about the mines of the 
Coeur d'Alene district. 


Admission to the school is obtained 
by application to the federal employ- 
ment agent at Wallace, and preference 
Js given to returned soldiers who are 
young enough and bright enough to 
be teachers. 


The work in hand is what is known 
ns drifting—that is. driving a horizon- 
tal gallery or working lengthwise of 
the vein. The pupils operate the rock- 
drills in turn, studying the number of 
Jiolos necessary to break out the pre- 
determined section of rock, the angles 
^t which they must be driven to make 
the greatest progress with the l(»ast 
pmount of drilling and the smallest 
hnssibio supply of dynamite. 
In addi- 
tion, the placement of timber to sup- 
port a weak wall and all the various

That every one interostod In moni— 
from tho stock miser to the consumer 
—may have tho benoilt of knowing 
aiarket conditions In the moat indus- 
try, the bureau of markets. United 
States department of agriculture, is- 
rues dally and other reports to faclU- 
Cate distribution, Improve transporta- 
tion, stabilize values and to help the 
producers in placing their slock where 
;t will sell to the best advantage. 


On the assumption that the dissemi- 
nation of market information will tend 
to Improve conditions, the bureau of 
markets has developed a system of 
market reporting that has already had 
some effect in restoring confidence in 
the markets. 
While the information 
made available by the bureau Is being 
used most extensively by those active- 
ly engaged In some branch of the live- 
stock or meat industries. It Is believed 
that sooner or later the public gener- 
ttlly will utilize this knowledge and 
with it bring into line any retailers 
who reduce consumption by an unwar- 
ranted margin of profit. 


Present Market-Reportlng System. 
The present market-reporting sys- 
tem. which was begun In the fall of 
1916, has developed rapidly, and at 
present there are 17 service centers, 
each of which distributes daily, week- 
ly and monthly reports on the various 
branches of the industry. 
These in- 
clude daily reports on meat-trade con- 
ditions in Í3oston, New York. Philadel- 
phia. 
Washington," Pittsburgh, 
San 
Francisco and Los Angeles; daily re- 
ports on live-stock loaiungs; dally re- 
ports on the estimated receipts and 
prices of live stock at Chicago and 
Kansas 
City; 
reports 
of 
live-stock 
movements in grazing and feeding sec- 
tions; monthly reports on stocks of 
frozen and cured meats. oc:gs and 
poultrv; monthly reports on live-stock 
receipts and shipments at all public 
Btock vards, and monthly estimates on 
the supply of marketable live stock. 


The report on meat-trade conditions 
at the leading markets brings to the 
small dealei-s, as well as to producers. 
Information that was formerly pos- 
sessed only by the larger meat-packrn^v 
institutions. Specialists obtain full in- 
formation d:iily-on the^ fresh-meat SUP' 
nly. including various grades of beef, 
W l . pork. Iamb and mutton at the 
markets, and this information Is tab- 
ulated and distributed widely by tele- 
graph. through a leased-wlre system, 
to meat-market centers. 
In a simUar 
manner daily price quotations are fur- 
nished on different grades of 1 ve 
Gtock. As applied to fresh meats, th s 
service results in giving to the public 
full information as to the supply and 
accurate data on values of all com- 
mercial grades. Secrecy is elimina ed. 
so that when prices on meats are high, 
as compared with values on foot, it is 
possible to locate the profiteer. 
Shipments R .iorted Each Day, 
Dally reports prepared by the bureau 
furnish the industry with information 
on livoBtock shipments. This informa- 
tion is obtained from tran«portation 
companies who report by wire each 
night to the Chicago ofiice of the 
bureau. Tlie wide distribution of this 
Information tends to stabilize values. 
It furnishes to the producer inforn^a- 
tion which will enable him to ship his 
stock to market where there is the 
greatest demand. A knowledge of the 
demand by smaller plants, which these 
reports furnish, has a tendency to 
stimulate competition among buyers 
with the subsequent effect of,raising 
values. Also, when the amount of live 
stock moving from production areas is 
L o w n , it is possible to regulate tlie 
supply of cars needed and to deter- 
mine whether car shortages for any 
particular 
district 
are apparent 
or 
real. 
Improving the system of dis- 
tribution maU«s fewer cars necessary, 
and they can be moved with greater 


^^Theietter distribution of live-stock 
receipts resulting from information 
obtained from the loading reports en- 
ables commission men and buyers to 
render better service in handling live 
Slock after It arrives at the stock 
yards. 
Heavy receipts arriving unex- 
pectedly create congestion and confu- 
sion. which in turn Invariably result In 
unnecessary shrinkage and costly de- 
lays, working in reality an Injury to 
the producer and tiiereby discouraging 
production. 


Bureau Issues Variety of Reports. 
^ An Important branch of the live- 
stock reporting system of the bureau 
of markets consists of the telegraphic 
bulletins prepared by representatives 
of the Chicago and liansas City of- 
fices, and issues from time to t me 
during tho market hours of each day. 
They report the actual live-stock ar- 
rivals and thQ exact conditions of the 
market, and are transmitted over tbe^ 


bureau's leased wires to other mnrkofe 
where local oillces are established. 
Markets all over the country rely on 
these daily reports, and those prices 
arc used us a basis in determining 
values. 


Steady progress has been made by 
the bureau In collecting and distribut- 
ing Information obtahied from grar.lng 
and feeding sections, which Is of use 
in lessoning market congestion and 
preventing violent lUiciuations In val- 
ues. Reports on moats in storage are. 
issued 
monthly. 
Tho 
bureau 
also 
issues monthly reports on receipts and 
shipments of live stock In 81 of the 
leading stock yards in the country. In 
addition the bureau furnishes a week- 
ly bulletin, the Live Stock and Meat 
Trade News, which supplies miscel- 
laneous 
t r a d e Information coming from 
outside sources. 
All of the reports 
issued by the bureau are given wldo 
publicity and are available to any per- 
son who has use for them.

(The Gorman ships surrendered un- 
der the terms of the armistice and in- 
terned at Scapa Flow were scuttled 
Saturday by tlie skeleton crews left 
on l)oard. 
Most of tJie German sail- 
ors came ashore in boats and a few 
swam from the sinking vessels. 
One 
boat load refused to halt and was fired 
on. 
A few casualties were infiicted. 
Ail of the Germans were captured and 
are now hold by the British navy.)
